Okay - it's no secret anymore. We like 


country Western music. And now the rest of the world seems 
to be catching on too. And now square dancers are discover- 
ing other dance forms that are done to the same susie (thanks 
to Club Dance on the Nashville nstwork). We!re also disco- 
vering that there are only 7 days in a week in which to do it 
all. wetre also concerned about what to wear, wherever we 
are going. This is not as confusing as it might seem. And 
Since I do try to do it all (Square Dancing, Country Western 
Dancing & Clogging) let me try to be of assistance, 

Gentlemen — you can go from a square dance straight 
to a Country Western club without any change at all. But if 
you want to "get with it" a bit more, change into cowboy 
boots (leather soles dance better than composition or rubber 
soles) or the ankle high boot-looking shoes. A cowboy hat is 
a nice touch if you can "take the heat". It gets warm — 
real warm — under a hat if you dance a lot, 

Ladies — you may wear your square dance clothes but 
the slip will be best left in the car. Your shoes ere accsot- 
able at a Country Jester» club, but you too may want to put 
on some cowgirl boots. The way I go from a short sauare 
dance skirt to the long, elegant Country Western skirt (which 
looks best when it at least meets the top of your boot) with- 
out changing, is to take off my square dance slip and replace 
it with my basic white (or black or whatever color you prefer) 
30" long, ruffled poly/cotton slip. I make these by first mak- 
ing a 6 (or more) gored, full circle S.D. skirt (my normal 
length) of the p/c and then adding a p/c ruffle which I cut 
10" wide. By the time I've joined my 23" and the 10" with a 
seam and taken up a hem, I'm somewhere near 30" in length.

You'll get it," the truth of the matter is, "Yes 
you WILL get it," but you have set yourself a daunting task. You are more than 
half-way through the Basic/Mainstream list. These past months you have 
learned much more than you might think, and there is lots more to learn. 

But, by now you shouid have iearned some of the essentiais of square 
dancing, and we don't mean "do-sa-do." By now we hope you are learning to 
have fun: fun socializing; fun breaking down (we have learned to call it 
"interpretive" square dancing); fun starting to go to other class-level dances; fun 
meeting likewise thoroughly confused new dancers from other clubs; fun 
achieving a higher skill level (remember when "square thru” brought tears to 
your eyes and silent curses to your lips). The entire purpose of a class is to 
bring you to a Skill level where you can enjoy ALL the other benefits.

The frowns and furrows of 
concentrating dancers occasionally belie the fact that we are having fun. Yet 
night after night we return, looking forward to the time we will finally really 
understand “pass the ocean" or do a “square thru” without a courtesy turn in the 
middie! The payoff comes sometime around April-June when we finally get the 
hang of some of the dancing and are able to actually help another dancer.
